They have 
never had the bills relating to this Home under 
consideration at any stage of the proceedings. 
The Finance Com m ittee has all of these bills 
under consideration, and have had for the past 
ten days. 
Why the Committee on Hospitals 
w ant to consider and report on this at all I 
cannot understand. 
These bills w ill all be re­ 
ported back to-day or to-m orrow by the Finance 
Committee. 
The Hospital Com m ittee did not 
have charge of the bills, and this is a m ost u n ­ 
heard of parliam entary proceeding. W hen the 
Finance Committee presents its report we can 
take up these reports and dispose ol th e whole 
m atter at one time. 
Tne Chair staled th at neither of the reports 
presented any bill or m easure on w hich ihe 
senate could act, excepting the m ere statem ent 
os to w hether in the judgm eut of the Senate the 
Home ought or ought not to be rem oved. There 
was no bill before the Senate. 
Mr. Bowei s—W hen I saw the special order for 
the consideration of an ordinary report of a 
com m ittee, I did not understand it and I do not 
understand it now. I do not understand w hat 
there is before the Senate to take action on.

senate Bill No. 162, to provide for the purchase 
of a portrait of the late W ashington Bartlett 
by the State Boar.t of Exam iners, aud to appro­ 
priate mouey tlerefor, was read a second tim e, 
am ended so as to lim it the cost to 8600, and 
ordered engrossed. 
Senate Bill No. 55, makiDg an appropriation 
for the ceficiency iu the appropriation for pay 
of stenographer to Railroad Commissioners for 
the thirty-ninth aud fortieth fiscal vears, was 
read a second tim e aud ordered engrossed. 
Senate Bili No 90, relating to the preserva­ 
tio n of the public health and safety, aud regis­ 
tration of births, deaths and m arriages, was 
read a second tim e and ordered engrossed. 
S cuite Bill No. 91, relative to registry of 
births, deaths and m arriages, was read a second 
tim e, and am ended in aceordanee w ith the 
rec im m endationof the Com m ittee on Hospitals. 
Mr. M urphy said th at the bill was a class of 
legislation he did not believe in. It ought to be 
entitled “ a bill to restrict babes at the outset of 
life.” 
Mr. Briceland said that the bill was one of a 
series of bills presented by the State Board of 
H ealth, for the purpose of securing the vital sta­ 
tistics ol the State. 
Every other State in the 
Fnion had such laws, and they ought to be 
passed. W ithout them the State could uot have 
any vital statistics collected. 
Mr. Campbell said th at he was opposed to the 
passage of any bill presented from the State 
Board of H ealth until that Board apologized to 
the Senate for the language used in its biennial 
report, in w hich it was said th a t w hen legisla­ 
tion was needed the first question asked was, 
“ W hat is there in it .” 
Mr. Rrieeland said th at he had spoken to the 
Secretary of the Board in regard to the language 
object"d to iu the report, aud had been inform ed 
by him that there was no design to insult the 
Senate. If these bills could uot be passed he 
hoped the Slate Board of H ealth would be abol­ 
ished. He spoke w arm ly and earnestly about 
the work perform ed by the State Board ot 
H ealth. 
Mr. Sprague advocated the bill, and pointed 
out the necessity for its passage. 
The bill was then re-com m itted to th e Com­ 
m ittee on Hospitals. 
Ou motion of Mr. Cam inetti, at 5:10 p. m. the 
Senate adjourned.

Mr. Brierly presented a petition containing 
298 nam es of citizens of A naheim , objecting to 
the proposed county of Orange. 
Referred to 
Com m ittee on Counties and County Boundaries 
lo u r hundred and eighty copies of the petition 
ordered printed 
Mr. Situs presented a petition from citizens of 
San Francisco, approving the bill against pool 
and betting-rooms, and asking th at it become 
a law.

Senator Reagan followed Dolph. lie said no 
A m erican could read the Samoan correspond­ 
ence w ithout feeling hum iliated at the brutal 
m anner in w hich th e rights ot the natives have 
been disregarded by Germany. 
He said the 
preservation of autonom y in Samoa was ot vital 
im portance, in view ot the construction of au 
inter-oceanic canal. B e thought if we had any 
rights in Samoa they should be asserted as be­ 
comes a great and I»nverful nation, 
lie did not 
w ant w ar with Germ any, but lie considered th at 
the degradation of the honor of a great nation 
a r d the m aintenance of t he abuse of an arro­ 
gant power was worse than war, aud he would 
uot subm it to it. The President, he said, is 
now powerless to defend the rig atso f Ameri­ 
cans in Samoa, and the am endm ents under dis­ 
cussion should be so worded as to give him the 
fullest authority in the prem ise-. 
At the conclusion of Reagan's speech the 
Senate, on motion of Kiddleberger, went into 
executive session. 
The secret session was consum ed in a discus­ 
sion of the British extradition treaty. At its 
conclusion the Senate adjourned.

W a s h in g t o n . January 30th.—^The President 
sent to Congress to-day correspondence contain­ 
ing an am plified account of recent events in 
rfamoa, the outlines of w hich have already been 
published 
The President says th at th e proposition for 
another conferencu between Germ any aud the 
United States i. on its w ay to W ash.ngton by 
mail trom Bismarck, but the German Minister 
is not informed w hether it proposes the con­ 
tinuance o f form er negotiations or the enure 
reopening of the subject, 
In his message of transm ittal the President 
says he sends t be full text ot the Instructions from 
Bismarck to the Germ an Minister at W ashing­ 
ton, w hich was handed to Secretary Bayard on 
the afternoon ol the 2Sth instant. 
This appears 
to be but an am plification of prior telegraphic 
instructions on the sam e subject, the substance 
of w hich the President laid befoie <. ongress on 
the 12th instant. 
Bismarck’s letter 
To the Germ an M inister at W ashington, dated 
at Berlin, January 13 li, recites the taet ot the 
attack upon the Germ an nava! forces at Samoa 
by natives under M ataafaand th at filly Germans 
were killed. In consequence ot this, Bismarck 
says his Governm ent has been transplanted 
fiom the territory of m ediatorial negotiation, 
by which the Im perial Consul at A pia was Ir v ­ 
ing to reconcile the contending parties, and ló r 
which he h ad sought the cooperation ol his 
English aud Am erican colleagues, into a «lab 
of war w ith their assailants, m uch to their re­ 
gret. 


WILL CARRY ON THE CONTEST. 
He cou iuues : "W e shall carry ou the con­ 
test w hich has been forced upon us bv M ataafa 
and Iris followers, w ith the utm ost considera­ 
tion for Am erican and British interests. Our 
m ilitary m easures have in view only the pun­ 
ishm ent of the m urderers of German soldiers 
and the protection of our countrym en and their 
property, as they on th eir part are at w ar w ith 
Tamasese. Our interference w ill ncces-arily 
assurue the character of a-sistance to Tamasese 
Iu our endeavor for the just punishm ent of a 
m urderous crim e we hope for the eo ojie ration 
of the treaty l owers in Samoa in friendship with 
us, and we ask the Governm ent of ihe United 
States to furnish its Consuls and ( ap aius of 
w arships iu Sam oa w ith suitable instructions. 
Our arm ed forces there are instructed to avoid 
and preveuc all injury to natural com m erce and 
property, and to adopt m easures of reprisal and 
destruction only against the followers of the 
party w hich initiated the oou'est against our 
troops by a m urderous attack. 
We shall, of 
course, abide by the agreem ent w ith Am erica 
and E ngland w ith respect to Samoa, aud pay 
dne regard, un d er nil circum stances, to the 
rights of those Powers, as established bv the 
treaty.'' 


WHAT c o m m a n d e r m u l l a n s a y s. 
T hen follows a com m unication trom Com­ 
m ander Mullan, of the Americau w ar vessels at 
Samoa, giving the history ol the receot attack 
on the Germans, heretofore published. 
He 
closes his com m unication as follows: “ 1 am of 
the opinion th at our Government should have 
m ere vessels at this port.

OUTRAGEOUS 
AND 
DANGEROUS 
BILL. 


Assembly Bill No. 303, to establish uni­ 
form liquor license, has been reported back 
with a recommendation that it do pass. 
This Is the bill, the animus of which the 
K koord-Union laid bare last week. 
It is 
almost incomprehensible that amj legislators 
who are supposed to lie impressed with a 
due sense of their obligations to the people, 
can be brought to favor such an infamous 
measure—no milder term will adequately 
characterize the bill. , 
The proposition is to fix the rate for all 
licenses for the sale of liquors at $21 per 
quarter, that sum to be in full for all State, 
county, town, township and city liquor li­ 
censes. 
The result of the passage of such 
a bill will be to rob the people of the right 
of local self-government. 
If the legislators 
who are pushing this ill-favored measure 
do not know, it is time that they should, 
that in the science of government there is 
settled one principle beyond all contro­ 
versy—that the aim of legislation should 
be to bring government as closely as pos­ 
sible to the jteople ; this bill is at sword’s 
points with that principle. 
It proposes to 
deprive towns, cities and counties of the 
privilege granted by Section 11 of Article 
XI. of the Constitution. 
The simple truth is that the bill is the 
offspring of the whisky traffic, and pro­ 
poses to deliver over the commuities of the 
State, bound hand and foot, captives to 
the saloon interest. 
The San Francisco 
standard of license is adopted, and all 
other cities and counties are to be forced 
to mold their policy to conform to it. 
But 
San Francisco is a consolidated city and 
couuty government, and the only one in 
the State. 
The licenses there collected go 
into one treasury, and are not subject to 
any division. 
Applied to Sacramento, 
however, the operation of the bill reduces 
the license-tax upon saloons and bars by 
$9 on each bar per quarter. 
Thus, the 
city collects as the minimum $15 per 
quarter from saloons and $7 50 from gro­ 
cery bars. 
The county collects $15 all 
around. 
The bill proposes, as we have 
said, that the $21 rate shall cover both 
city and county licenses, and the county 
shall make the collections and pul the 
money into its treasury. 
The city of Sacramento, therefore, which 
receives $13,600 annually from liquor li­ 
censes from her 300 bars, and ought to> 
and will presently receive a great deal 
more from a less number, if this saloon 
garrote is not applied, is to be despoiled of 
that much of her revenue, and the whole 
sum, as shown, turned over to the county. 
The result will be to increase city taxa­ 
tion by just as much as is necessary to 
meet the deficit the bill will create. 
Is it not enough that this city is strug­ 
gling under a heavy debt and heavy taxa­ 
tion, that it should now he delivered up to 
the mercy of the saloon interest ? 
Is it 
not enough that this people must be taxed 
exorbitantly to punish crime, three-fourths 
ot which is traceable directly to the saloon 
and liquor drinking, that they shall now 
he prevented from taxing the liquor traffic» 
to make it bear some small part of the ex- 
I>ense of maintaining a police force, Police 
Courts and prisons? 
Is it not enough that 
Sacramento now has one drinking bar to 
every twenty voters, drinkers and abstain­ 
ers combined, that she must be stripped of 
the mean privilege of assessing something 
of the burden of city government upon 
the thriving bar ‘interest? 
Is there any 
demand upon the Legislature by the people 
for the action now proposed ? Is there any 
public outcry that licenses shall remain 
at the present figures for merchants but l»e 
discriminatingly reduced upon liquor bars? 
Are the people of San Diego with their 
high license ; 
the people of Sutter with 
one saloon in the county; 
the people of 
Tehama with a regulative license tax ; the 
voters of Los Angeles, with an imposed 
tax inore than twice as high as that of As­ 
sembly bill 303, asking for any change, or 
beseeching the Legislature to destroy, so 
lar as liquor licenses are concerned, the 
value of the constitutional grant referred 
to? 
The men who are pushing this after­ 
birth of infamy are going too far; they do 
not properly estimate tiie strength of the 
sentiment of the people, rapidly attaining 
great proportions, that demands not the 
lessening of the tax-paying duty of the 
whisky bar, but its great increase. 
They 
will find that this last turn of the screw 
has aroused the giant, popular will, and 
that it will presently arise and crush its 
enemies. 
In the State of California, we rejieat, 
seventy-five per cent of the crime, misery, 
poverty and human suffering and seventy- 
five ]>er cent of the taxation due to those 
evils, is directly chargeable to the liquor 
traffic. 
As an economic proposition there­ 
for—and we disclaim entertaining any 
other view of the matter in this discus­ 
sion—it is simply lm]>ossible with reason, 
justice or any sense of common decency, to 
refuse to leave to the communities of Cali­ 
fornia the j>rivilege of taxing that traffic 
to make it respond in some degree for the 
results of its business. 
There is political death and social dis­ 
grace for the legislators who vote to rob 
the |>eople of the right of local self-govern­ 
ment, as this bill aims to do. 
How such 
men will meet the people of Ixi6 Angeles, 
Sutter, San Diego, 
Alameda, Tehama 
Colusa and other counties where a fair 
li -ense is iuijxtsed, we 
do 
not even 
pause 
to 
speculate 
upon. 
What the 
will of the |ieople of those 
localities 
will be when it is lifted up on this ques­ 
tion we have no sort of doubt. 
There will 
roll from the valleys and mountains pres­ 
ently a wave of popular indignation that 
w ill sweep the men who are now endeavor­ 
ing to strip the cities and towns of Cal i- 
farnia of their license income, into an 
obscurity from which it will lie best for 
themselves and their natucs that they 
never emerge. 
I ret it l>e remembered that 
the friends of higher license and local reg­ 
ulation have not raised or opened the 
issue Assembly bill 303 makes. 
The 
liquor interest has deliberately taken the 
affirmative ¡nisition in legislation and put 
the people upon the defensive; it has in­ 
voked the storm that is certain to speedily 
break, and they must not complain of the 
re m it. 
________ 


THE BILL JHOULD PASS. 


It is said that an Assembly committee 
will report adversely 
the passage of the 
London exhibition bill. 
But this should 
not at all discourage the friends of the 
measure, but rather stimulate them to the 
output of greater energy. 
The virtues of 
the bill are not to be negatived by hick of 
breadth of view by a committee which 
may not be insensible to conviction of its 
error. 
Ifs sincerity we do not doubt, but 
that it has not risen to the level of the 
lull importance of the bill, we believe. 
It 


is not unusual for great and beneficent 
schem es to meet with opposition at the 
outset. 
Such 
as the one under con­ 
sideration has had no precedent in Cali­ 
fornia, and it is not therefore surprising 
that some citizens should look upon it as 
merely experimental, when in fact similar 
efforts by other communities have demon­ 
strated their great wisdom and jwtential 
beneficial capacity. 
We look forward to 
the House debate upon the bill for such 
attrition of ideas as will develop con­ 
clusively the strength and virtue of the 
proposition and result in its passage. 
It 
is a scheme born of pure purpose and 
statesmanship, having for its beneficiary 
the whole State of California, and for the 
recipients of its bounty every industry and 
productive vocation of this State. 
There 
are times in the history of all new States, 
which, if improved, lead them to high 
prosperity, but which, if neglected, may 
not again present. 
We believe that such 
an hour has been reached in the history of 
California, and ;that if the State strikes 
now she can secure a great foreign market 
demand for her products, that later on 
may be found to have slipped from her 
bauds beyond the hope of recovery. 
To 
ex;vend the sum of $250,000 for the im­ 
provement of present opportunities, is as 
nothing when we are pouring out hundreds 
of thousands of dollars for other purpose.-^ 
In the light of what we know will be the 
result of a California exhibition at the 
world’s market and travel-center, we be­ 
lieve that there is no other measure before 
the Legislature, and never lias been, look­ 
ing to State-building and healthful devel­ 
opment, that can be considered as level 
with the importance of the London exhibi­ 
tion proposition. 


FOREIGN TOPICS. 


T h e s e has been a good deal of cor­ 
respondence and debate concerning the 
payment and cancellation and the pos­ 
sible double payment of coupons of Sacra­ 
mento city bonds. 
It lias had one good 
effect; it lias much enlightened the people 
ujvon the details of the law of our city 
debt. 
It has also made clear the wisdom 
of at once adopting what we have not now 
a system of book-keeping, hv which the 
liond number of every coupon as paid shall 
l>e entered, along with the date and 
amount of payment, thus removing all pos­ 
sibility of subsequent confusion and con­ 
tention. 
It is now stated by the senior 
member cf the Funded Debt Commission 
that the evidences have been found of 
record showing that about $11,000 worth 
of coupons of 1861 have been twice paid, 
they having been abstracted after surren­ 
der by some unknown person over twenty- 
five years ago—that is, the evidences re­ 
cited justify that conclusion in the absence 
of any showing to the contrary.

has ordered an expert investigation, and it 
is well that it has been done.

setting at rest all doubt and contention 
and will settle all the issues concerning 
the retention of money for redemption of 
outstanding overdue coupons. 


G e n e r a l H a r r iso n, it is believed, has 
been consulted by President Cleveland in 
regard to tlie Samoan involvement. 
If so, 
it was a proper step, since the desire of 
President Cleveland must be to have the 
policy of the incoming Administration free 
from unfavorable contrasts with the out­ 
going one in matters concerning our for­ 
eign relations. 
There is also room to be­ 
lieve that General Harrison favors a vig­ 
orous American 
policy and a protest 
backed by a demand upon Germany. 
That 
demand, we believe, will lie for the restora­ 
tion of the statu quo, which will mean the 
reseating of Malietoa as the first chief or 
King of the confederated Samoan tribes. 
We will then be in a position to unite 
with the other treaty Powers in adjusting 
any difficulties between them and the Sa­ 
moans. 
There is nothing in the situation 
at present to justify the fear of war be­ 
tween Germany and the United States. 
The nations are not likely t-s engage in a 
costly struggle over a matter that can l-e 
settled peaceably under exercise of a little 
control of the temper. 


S a y s the Aka of the new election hill 
The Election Board and Ballot Clerks are 
representatives of the appointing power. The 
appointing power represents a political party, 
and that political parey represents the machine 
for the time being uppermost in its control. 
Will it not. through this law. have in its hands 
the most powerful and the most dangerous elec­ 
tion machinery ever devised ’ 
Not more so than now. 
Admitting that 
the Board and its clerks spring from a 
dominating power that is as vicious as that 
now holding the election machinery in its 
grasp in San Francisco, how much more 
will the sacredness of the elector’s ballot 
be imperiled than now, by reason of the 
preparation of his ballot alone and free 
from the espionage and immediate in­ 
fluence of the ward strikers? 
Not one 
whit. On the contrary, the effect of such 
a law will lie to break down the means bv 
which the vote of the elector is made 
known to the political boss.

S e n a t o r S h e r m a n proves by his manly 
utterance that he has Americanism of the 
right ring in plenty. 
He expresses the 
thought of simple justice when he says: 
“ It was agreed with the Samoan King 
that the United States should have 1’ango 
Pango Bay for a coaling station, in con­ 
sideration of which the United States 
should protect the Samoan Government. 
But the United States has l«een too slow 
in maintaining the rights of American 
citizens in Samoa and in carrying into 
effect the provisions of the original treaty, 
by which the United States had agreed to 
protect Samoa from foreign invasion.” 


G e r m a n y has proposed a new confer­ 
ence between the United States, England 
and the Imperial Government upon the 
Samoan question. 
So much for the mani­ 
festation by the Administration, under the 
vigorous prodding of the United States 
Senate, of jtossession of a little backbone. 
Germany has called a “parley;” let ns 
meet her frankly and boldly, but abate 
not a jot of our demand for the restoration 
of conditions as Germany found them prior 
to the shameful deportation of Malietoa.

A RCH D U K E RU D O LPH . 


D eath of th e H e ir-A p p aren t to th e A us­ 
tria n T hrone. 
Vien na, January 30th.— Archduke Itudolf, 
Austrian Crown Prince and heir-anpareut to 
the throne, died suddenly to day at Meyerling, 
near Baden.

D o u b le P a y m en t o f C ity B on d s. 
Eds. R ecord Union: I discovered not 
only the $72,000 missing coupons, but I 
also discovered the Auditor’s record of can­ 
cellation of coupons for the year 1861. That 
record contains the entry of cancellation of 
coupons for each of the mouths of January, 
February, March and April separately. 
The cancellauous for May, June, July and 
August are all in one entry. But there 
were only a little over four hundred dollars 
paid during these tour months, and the 
A uditor did not seem to think it necessary 
to make separate entries of such sm all 
amounts. 
There were no coupons paid 
afrer August that year. 
I have also ex­ 
amined the Auditor’s books as to the 
amounts of coupons surrendered to him 
by the Treasurer. 
I find the Treasurer 
surrendered to the Auditor something over 
$71,000 of 1861 coupons in January, 1861. 
There were ODly $61,160 cancelled. So the 
Auditor failed to cancel some $9,000 or more. 
In February the Treasurer surrendered to 
the Auditor about $4,700 of 1861 coupons, 
and he only cancelled $2,130, leaving about 
$2,000 uncar.celled, making about $11,600 
in all that passed through the Auditor's 
hauds without cancellation. 
The reason I express the am ount by the 
indefinite word "about,'' is th is: 
W hilst 
the Auditor’s books show exactly what 
num ber of coupons were turned over to 
him each month, they do not show exactly 
the num ber of 1S61 coupons. At the close 
of the year 1860 there were $624 of that 
year’s coupons that had not been presented. 
Of course a few of these came in with the 
’61 coupons, but would naturally be can­ 
celled with the ’60 coupons. ' This, of 
course, renders the calculation of uncau- 
celied coupons of 1861 inaccurate to some 
extent. 
But it cannot be uncertain to the 
extent of more than $100 to $200 or $300. 
This renders it absolutely certain, in my 
mind, that there was taken from the Aud­ 
itor's office in the spring of 1861 over 
$11,000 of uncancelled coupons. 
These 
coupons are now pasted in the Treasurer’s 
books, and of necessity m ust have been 
presented and paid a second time. 
But how came these cancelled coupons 
in the Treasurer’s ofiice? After the Treas­ 
urer passed them over to the Auditor he 
had no further right to touch them. 
He 
got his receipt for them when he passed 
them over to the Auditor. 
My theory is that when the Auditor dis­ 
covered that part of the coupons had been 
stolen from his office he cancelled what 
was left, arranged them by numbers, so 
they could easily be referred to. and placed 
them in the Treasurer's hands, to enable 
him to avail bim self of any information 
they might afford in detecting the cheat if 
the thief should present the stolen coupons 
for payment. 
I cannot account in any 
o tjfl^ ra y for these coupons finding their 
way "into an office where they never be­ 
longed. 
Ut course the Auditor never stole these 
coupons. 
If he had done so he would not 
have made a record of the fact. But he 
undoubtedly exposed the coupons to this 
depredation by carelessness in 
keeping 
them and by not prom ptly cancelling them.

A contract was made at M arysville on 
Thursday with a nurseryman at Los An­ 
geles for the planting oi' th irty acres in 
orange trees at Colmena, on the line of the 
California and Oregon Railroad, six miles 
south of M arysville. 
I t is strong testi­ 
mony of his faith in citrus culture that 
he supplies the trees and gets no returns 
until they become of bearing age, when 
he will have an interest in the orchard. 
Independently of this enterprise, the pros­ 
pectus is out for the incorporation of a 
company to plant 100 acres in orange trees 
the present season in the Colmena colony. 
T he capital stock is $100,000, divided into 
100,000 shares at $1] each. 
Four hun­ 
dred and fiftv shares have already been 
subscribed. 
The land is supplied at $70 
an acre, and water for irrigation is to be 
supplied from pumps and wells. 
These 
are the first undertakings to grow oranges 
on a large scale in th at neighborhood, 
though the profits of orange culture in a 
small way have always been large. 
There is large capital at the back of 
both enterprises, and no doubt is enter­ 
tained of a successful conclusion. Une of 
the principal parties interested is A. F 
Abbott, a successful farmer and fruit- 
grow, and an owner in one of the largest 
peach orchards in the State, which covers 
300 acres in Sutter county.— Chico Enter­ 
prise.

An a h eim , January 38th.—A second protest, 
wcth over 300 nam es, m aking nearly 700 in ail, 
leaves here to-morrow m orning forbacram ento, 
praying for the defeat of the county division 
schem e. A naheim , Fullerton, Placentia, Or­ 
ange, Thorpe, C entraba, Yerba, W estmiirfter, 
H arden drove and all the other towns in this 
valley are opposed to division. 
More protests 
w ill be sent to Sacram ento from day to day, 
aud our com m ittee leaves here on the first train 
for th e Capital direct.

San F rancisco, January 30th.—The recount 
in the l’helps-Clunie coutest was concluded to­ 
day.

In the Fifth Precinct, know n as th e Alms­ 
house precinct, Clunie lost one. 
The attorneys tor Mr. Phelps protested against 
a recouut ot votes in this precinc', on the 
ground th a t m ore than 100 illegal votes had 
been cast lor Clunie byium ates o f the Alms 
bouse. 
Judge Wilsou overruled the objection, ou the 
ground th a t counsel had not conform ed to the 
legal requirem ents by providing the Court w ith 
a lis to l nam es of those persons charged with 
illegal voting, and therefore the question was 
not properly before the Court. 


M IL L IO N S IN V O L V E D , 


T h e F a m o u s C la rk e -H e ilb ro n L a n d C ase 
in F re s n o . 
F r e s n o , January 30th.—In the great land 
case, involving th e L aguna de Tache graut, 
com prising 54,000 acres, the defense 
to-day 
about settled the case. In Mav, IShO, Jerem iah 
Clarke, a prom inent law yer o f ban Francisco and 
ow ner of the gram , leased the same to Heilbrou 
and others for fourteen years, with the privilege 
oí purchasing w ithin th at tim e at the rate of 
Í3 per acre. It is now sought to 6et aside the 
contract on the ground that Clarke was insane at 
the tim e of m aking the contrsct. The grant is 
now w orth 53,000,000, and the case is of interest 
to all of Southern ( albornía. 
"T'o-dav the delense introduced letters w ritten 
by Clarke for a year previous to m aking the 
contract and up to w ithin four days of signing 
the sam e, aud also fur over a year after th e con­ 
tract was signed. 
These letters showed no 
traces of insanity, aud were full of legal advice, 
etc., w hich was followed iu m any instunces. 
The theory of insanity, as advanced bv the 
plaintiffs, certainly w ill not stand.

C o n d itio n o f th e W » r V essel» a t th e M are 
I s la n d N avy Y ard . 


V a l l e jo , January 30th.—A press representa­ 
tive yesterday visited Mare island Navy Yard to 
see w hat progress is beiug m ade in gettiug ready 
for sea the United States meu-of-war Mohican 
and M ouongahela. He found activity every­ 
w here present on the island, but especiallv 
aboard the two vessels nam ed. In reply to 
quistions, Com m andant George E. Beiknap 
stated th at at the present rapid rate of progress 
the M ouongahela and th e Mohican will prob­ 
ably put to sea about the m iddle of next week. 
The former, which is largely a storeship, goes 
to the Numoan Islands direct, not even toucliiug 
at .Honolulu, uultss stormy w eather and ad­ 
verse w iuds should rcuder it necessary to re­ 
plenish her supply of coal. The M onougahtla 
will have a com plem ent of about 200 m en. 
Under present instructions the Mohican will 
proceed w ith all speed to Panam a, there to ex ­ 
change officers aud hold herself in readiness 
lor any station to which she m ay lie then or­ 
dered. The officers on board the ship, however, 
consider th at her ultim ate destination will be 
8 amoa. The old battery ot the M ohican has 
been replaced in the ship, the new battery 
w hich had been ordered for her having arrivt d 
too late to be placed in position. The old bat 
tery, Lowever, is deem ed quite effective. 
As regards other ships in the vard the Com­ 
m andant states th at the Thetis, if tJierc should 
be urgent call tor her service, could tie put in 
readiness for sea w ithin a week, and in less 
tim e if necessary. The Iroquois is undergoing 
repairs, quite extensive in th eir way, aud it 
m ight be sixty days before she could be m ade 
ready for sea. The turre ted m onitor Com anche 
is in trim , and. if called lor, could sail for a m ­ 
pó n on one or two days’ notice. 
The cruiser Charleston, whicli is building at 
the Union Iron Works iu San Francisco, and is 
nearly ready for h er trial trip, m ight possil/.y 
be got ready for service w ithin two m ouths. 
Commodore B elknap has not been advised, 
however, w hether or not the Charleston’s bat­ 
tery has yet been shipped from the East. 
Work is just being recom m enced ou th e large 
m onitor Mouadnoek, which is Iving at the navy 
yard. A fund sufficient lor her com pletion has 
been m ade available, hut it would probatily tic 
two years before she could be golteu ready for 
service. 
This accounts for all tlie ships of the Pacific 
squadron at Mare Islaud Navy Y’ard, or iu ran 
Francisco bay, w ith the exception ol F 'arratut s 
oid flagship, Hartford, which is anchored out iu 
the stream , aud is com pletely housed over. 
There is also the old fashioned receiving and 
recruiting ship. Independence, w hich has lieen 
lying at Urn yard lor m any years.

T h e B ro o k ly n a n d N ew Y’o rk S itu a tio n — 
T h e P o lic e V icto rio u s. 
N ew York, January 30th.—^The condition of 
the Brooklyn -car strike continues ominous. 
The cars were not running this m orning. 
Troops still rem ain guaidiog the regim ental 
arm ories 
The car officials said this afternoon 
no attem pt would be m ade to run cars at pres 
ent. There were 150 policem en ou duty on the 
Sixth-avenue line, 130 on the Tetuh-avenue and 
large detachm ents ou the other lines. 
T he Belt line announced its intention to run 
cars to day, and fifty policem en were sent there, 
but at 10 o'clock no car ran out. A great crowd 
of strikers gathered at the stables, prom ising to 
throw the cars in the river if an attem pt to run 
them was m ade. 
On the T enth-avenue the effigy of a scab was 
liuug from a lam p post bearing a placard with 
th e words, •• A sure death to all scabs.” 
THE FIRST GUN. 
The first discharge of firearm s during the 
strike occurred this m orning. The m ob had 
m ade a barricade »t the corner of Bedford and 
Carm ine streets. The policemen charged it. 
One officer was badly hurt, and another officer 
fired his pistol, but he says not at the crowd. 
No one was hurt. Reinforcem ents beat the 
strikers off. 
There has been several disturbances 
this 
m orning, the sam e as yesterday, but nothing 
like a general riot. 
The trouble threatened at the Dry Dock sta­ 
bles was averted by the prom pt appearance of 
150 policem en. 
A crowd num bering nearly five hundred 
charged a Forty second-street car. The im ice 
hem m ed them iu, acd there was some lively 
clubbing 
Tne strikers dropped a bow lder into th e Forty- 
second-street tunnel as a car w as passing. No 
dam age 
The strikers tore up the fishplate at the corner 
of Forty-second street and seventh avenue. The 
police charged the crowd, who num bered thou­ 
sands, and m any heads were cracked w ith 
clubs. 
Twenty cars were running this forenoon on 
Sixth avenue, twice the num ber going yester­ 
day. 
Superintendent Moore said: 
•• We arc 
going to run our cars all day. We d o n 't do 
business here after the Brooklyn fashion, os the 
strikers will find out to day if they attempt, to 
interfere w ith us.” 
THE POLICE MUST FIGHT. 
Police Inspector W illiam s gave characteristic 
instructions to the police esc. rting the first car 
over the Sixth-avenue line; “ 1 w ant three po 
licem eu to ride on the front platform aud three 
on the rear platform . 
I w ant you to tak e this 
ear to Canal street and bring it back here. I 
don't w ant any policem en licked : rem em ber 
th at. Use your clubs if you have to. and use 
them well, but don’t m ake any arrests." The 
car m ade the round trip in safety. 
It is noticeable that the crowds uniform ly re­ 
tire before liodies of police w ith little resistance. 
So tar the police have had everything th eir own 
way.

One being 
hit on the head w ith a whiffle-tree, led to his 
roinp-uion firi-'g his revolver, th e first shot 
tired during the strike. Two of the participants 
in the Cannen-street affair were prom ptly ar­ 
rested and sent up. 
Police Inspector W illiam s was on one of the 
first curs ru n o u t this m orning. This car was 
not m olested. Loaded wagons were seized by 
th e s 'rikers and in several instances ta k tu from 
th eir drivers and piled up for barricades. 
A com m ittee «1 em ployes from the One H un­ 
dred and Tw enty-nim h-street line, asked this 
afternoon to be allowed to r.tu rn to work, and 
tb<- request was granted.
